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THE RESURRECTION OF THE JUST. 
_ ‘Phe reewtrection of the just, though one of 
the greatest promises of the Lord, in the gos- 
pel, is, we think, less: understood, by the 
world at large, than many other things re- 
vealed to man, by his holy provhets. At 
present, e ting the church of Christ, which 
the world calis mormonites, we do not know 
of a single sect that holds to or has faith in 
_ the resurrection of the just in the flesh; or, 
in other words, a church and society that 
mean and hope, by obeying the commands of 
God in all things; by fepentance and baptism 
for the remission of sins, to receive the gift 
of the Holy Ghost by the laying on of the 
hands; hold out faithful +o the end, and after 
death, rise, when the Redeemer comes in the 
clouds of heaven with power and great glory, 
_and live in the flesh, on earth, and reign with 
him a thousand years. It is a solemn fact 
that the right meaning of scripture has been 
perverted, and the light of the gospel darken- 
ed, by the wisdom or cunning of man. Enoch, 
who walked with God, and built up Zion, in 
the latter part of the first thousand years of 
this world, preached the resuirection, and con- 
firmed the doctrine by being translated, with 
Zion, to the besom ef God. The promise of 
the resurrection, to Enoch, as published in 
the third number of the Star, ia: As I live, 
even so will I come in the last days, in the 
_ days of wickedness and vengeance, to fulfil 
the oath which I have made unto you, con- 
cerning the children of Noah: and the da 
shall come that the earth shall rest, but be. 
fore that day the heavens shall be darkened, 
and a veil of darkness shall cover the earth, 
and the heavens shall shake, and also the 
earth; and great tribulations shail be amon 
the children of men, but my people will I pre- 
‘serve; and righteousness will I send‘down out 
of heaven; and truth will I send forth out of 
the earth to bear testimony of miné*only Be- 
gotten; his resurrection from the dead; yea, 
and also the resurrection of all men: and 
righteousness and truth will I cause to sweep 
the earth as with a floed, to gather out mine 
own elect from the four quarters of the earth; 
unto a place which I shall prepare, an holy 
city, that my people may gird up their loins, 
and be looking forth for the time of my com- 
ing; for there shall be my tabernacle, and it 
shall be called ZION, a new Jerusalem. And 
the Lord said unto Enoch, Then shalt thou 
and all = city meet them there, and, we will 
receiv2 them imto our bosom, and they shall 
see us, and we will fall upon their me and 
they shall fall upen our,necks, and we. will 
kiss each other, and there shall be mine a- 
boda, and it shall be Zion which shall come 
forth out of all the creations which I have

Thisisa 
positive declaration, and leaves no rooin for 
douvt orcavil. It is to the point: I shell seo 


God in the flesh, for myself and not for ano- 


ther, and that, too, in the last days, when he 
shal! stand upon the earth. No wonder the 
two men who stood by when the Savior as- 
cended up to heaven, after the crucifixion, 
could say: ye men of Galilee, why stand ge 
gazing up into heaven? this same Jesus which 
is taken up from you into heaven, shall so 


come in like’manner, as ye have seen him go ~ 


into heaven. Truly, he went in a cloud and 
shall come ina cloud; he went in the flesh 
and shall come in the flesh: For, as saith the 
Lord, But before the arm of the Lord shall 
fall an angel shall sound his trump, and the

meet me in the cloud. Wherefore if ye have 
slept in peace blessed are you, for as you new 
behold me and know that I am, even so shall 
ye come unto me i souls shall live,

And if Christ b2 not risen, then is our 
os vain, and your farth is also vain.— 
ea, & we are found fa!se witnesses of God; 
‘because we have testifted of God that he rais- 
ed up Christ: whom he raised not up, if so 
be that the dead rise not. For if the dead 
rise not, then is not Christ raiged: And if 
Christ be not raised, your faith is vain; ye 
arc yetin yoursins. Then they also which 
are fallen asleep in Christ are perished. If 
in this life cnly, we have hope in Christ, we 
are of ail men most miserable. Tut now is 
Christ risen from the dead, and become the 
first fruits of them that slept. For since by 
man came death, by man come also the res- 
urroction of the dead. For as in Adam. a]! 


die, even so in Christ shall all be made alive, 


But every man in his own order: Christ the 
first fruits; afterward they that are Christ’s 
at his coming. 
Again: after Zion was taken up to heavém;_ 
ea, after the world had been, as_it were,’ 
ptized for its former sins, the Lotd reveal- 
ed himself to Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, 
wherefore, the children of Jacob, or Israel, as 
the*Lord named him, became the elect nation

agian the flesh, on earth, ifthey walked in 
all the commandments of the Lord blameless: 
and there is something great promised to that 
nation, yet, notwithstanding it wa’ scattered 
abroad for transgressing the commandment. 
It is the powerful word of the Lord, by the 
mouth of Ezekiel, which brings flesh upon 
the dry bones of Israel, and they are alive 
again. Ezekiel stys:—The hand ofthe Lord 
was upon me, and carried me out in the Spir-

of the valley which was full of bones, and 
caused me to pass by them round. about, and 
behold, there were very many-in the open 
valley; and, lo, they were very dry. And he 
said unto me, Son of man, can these bones 


live? and I answered, O Lord God, thou | gr 
knowest. Again he said unto me, prophesy 


shed unto you, which also ye have re- | 
‘ceived, and wherein ye stand; by which also 


upon these bones, and say unte 


them, O ye. 


bones, hear the word ef the Lords Thue 


saith the Lord God unto these bones; Behold, 


I will cause breath to-enterinto you, and ye -

Lord. Sol prophesied as I was commanced: 
and as I prophesied, there was a noise, and 
behold a shaking, the benes came together, 
bone tohisbone. Aftd when I beheld, lo, the 
sinews & the ficsh éame up upen them, & the 
skin covered them above: but: there was no 
breath inthem. Then said he unto me, Pro- 
phesy unto the. wind, prophesy, son of man, 
and say to the wind, thus saith the Lord Ged; 
Come from the four winds, O breath, and 
breathe upon these slain, that they may live. 


So I prophesied as he commanded me, and 


the breath came into them, and they lived, 
and stood up upon their feet, an exceeding 
greatarmy. Then le said unto me, Son of 
ina, these bones are the whole house of Is- 
raelf behold, they say, ovr bones are dried, 
and ¢ur hope is lest: we are cut off for our 
perts. Therefore ‘prephesy end say unio 
them, thus saith the Lerd God; Beliold, O 
my people, I wiil open your graves, and cause 
you to come up ont of your graves, and bring 
ou into the land of Israel. And ye shail 
now that Iam the Lord, when I have open- 
ed your graves, O my people, gnd brought 
yon up out ef your graves, and shall put iny 
Spirit in you, and ye shall live, and I shall 
lace you in your own land: then shall ye 
now that I the Lord have spoken it, and per- 
formed it, saith the Lord. 
This promice alone, to the house ef Israel, 
is enough to establish the resurrection of the 
righteous, in the flesh; and the yemainder of 
the chapter gces to confirm it, so that Israel 
ae dwell in the land of his fathers; but te 
make the matter plainer, let us quote Paul’s 
words to the Thessalonians: But I would net 
have you to be ignorant, brethren, conceru- 
ing them which are asleep, that ye sorrow 


not,.even as others which have no hope.— | 


For if we believe that Jesus died and rose 
in, even so them also which sleep in Jesus 
will God bring with him. For this we say. 


‘anto you by the word of the Lord, that we 


which are alive and remain unto the coming 
of the Lord shall not prevent them which are 
asleep. For the Lord himself shall descend 


from heaven with a shout, with the voice of — 


the arch-angel, and with the trump of Gcd: 


and the dead in Christ shall rise first: then 


we which are alive and remain shall be caught 
up together with them in the clouds, to meet 
the Lord in the air: and so shall we ever be 
with the Lord. In this Paul does not eay the 
righteous rise in the flesh, but he says, we 


which are alive, and remain, shall be caught 
up together with them, (the risin 


as the pure members of the Lord's church in 
the days of the apostles, &c., that died in the 


hope of a glorious resurrection) to meet the 


lord in the air, which is just as plain cs to 
have said, we which remain when the Lord 
comes the second time, shall be caught up in 
the body to meet him. 

To. the saints that trust.in the Lord,- the 
whole bible, seemingly,.has a reference, in a 


eater or less degree, to the resurrection of 
the just. The Psalmist said the righteous —

Genesis to Revelations, but, to shorten the 
matter, amd, we may say, to umfeld ‘the sub-?

ing of such as seek the truth, let us take a 
ph or.two from the book of Mormon. 

be that, Alma says: Behold, I say unto you, | 
that there is no resurrection; or I would say, ; 
in other words, that this mortal dees not put 
on immortality; this corruption does not put 
on incorruption, until after the coming of 
Christ. Behold, hebringeth to pass the res- 
urrection of the dead. But behold, my son, 
the resurrection is not yet. Now I unfold 
unto you a mystery; nevertheless, there are 
many mysteries, which are kept, that no one 
knoweth them, save God himself. But I 
shew unto you one thing, which 1 have in- 
quired diligently of God, that I might know; 
that ts, concerning the resurrection. Behold, 
there is a time appointed that all shall come 
forth from the dead. Now when this time 
cometh, no one knows; but Ged knoweth the 
time which isappointed. Now whether there 
shall be one time, or a second time, or a third 
time, that men shall come forth from the 
dead, it mattereth not; for Ged knoweth all 
these things; and it sufficeth me to know that 
this is the case; that there is a time appoint- 
ed that all shal rise from the dead. Now 
there must needs be a space betwixt the time 
of death, and the time of the resurrection.— 
And now I would inquire what becometh of 
the souls of men, frem this time of death, to 
the time appointed forthe resurrection? Now 
whether there is more than one time appoint- 
ed for men to rise,’ it mattereth not; for all-do 
not die at once; and this mattereth not; all is 
as one day, with God; and time only is mea- 
sured unto men; therefore there is a time ap- 
pointed unto men, that they shall rise from 
the dead; and there is a space between the 
time of death and tiie resurrection. And now 
concerning this space of time. What becom- 
eth of the souls of men, is the thing which I 
hawe mquired diligently of the Lord te know; 
end this is the thing of which I do know.— 
And when the time cometh when all shall 
rise, then shall they know that God knoweth 
all the times which are ‘appointed unto man. 
Now concerning the state of the soul between 
death and the resurrection. Behold, it hath 
been made known unto me, by an angel, that 

_ the spirits of all men, as soon as they are de- 
_ parted from this mortal body; yea, the spir- 
_ats of all men, whether they be good cr evil, 
are taken home to that God who gave them 
life. And then shall it come to pass that the 
spirits of those which are righteous, are re- 
ceived into a staté of happiness, which is cal- 
~ Jed paradise; a state of rest; a state of peace, 
svhere they shall rest from ail their troubles, 
and from all care, and sorrow, &c. And 
then it shall come to pass, that the spirits of 
the wicked, yea, which are evil; for behold, 
they have no part nor portion of the Spirit of 
the Lord; for behold, they chose evil works, 
rather than good; therefore the spirit of the 
Devil did enter into them, and take posses- 
sion of their house; and these shall be cast 
out into outer darkness; there shall be weep- 
he and wailing, and ghashing of teeth; and 


Now this ig- . % 
the state of the souls of the wicked; yea, ih . 3 
darkness, and a state ofawful, fearful iookin ! 
for of the fiery indignation of the wrath cf 
God upon them; thus they remain im this 
etate, as well as the righteous in paradise, 
until the time of their resurrection. Now 
there are some that have understood that this 
state of happiness, and this state of misery of 
the soul, before the resurrection, was a first 
resurrection. Yea, I admit it may be termed 
a resurrection; the raising of the-spirit or the 
soul, and their consignation to happiness of 
misery, according to the words which have | 
been spoken. And behold, again it hath becn 


| spoken, that thereis a first resurrecticn; a 


resurrection of all those which have been, or 
which are, or which shall be, down to the 
resurrection of Christ from the dead. Now 
we do not suppose that thts first resurrec- — 
tion which is spoken of in this manner, cen 
be the resurrection of the souls, and their 
consignation to happiness cr misery. Ye 
cannot suppose that this is what it meaneth. 
Behold, I say unto you Nay; but it meancth 
the re-uniting of the soul with the body of 
those from the days of Adam, down to the 
resurrection of Christ. Now whether the 
souls and the bodies of those of which have 
been spoken, shall all be re-united at once, 
the wicked as well as the righteous, I do nct 
say; let it suffice, that I say that they all 
come forth; or in other words, their resurrec- 
tion cometh to pass before the resurrection of 
those which die after the resurrection of 
Christ. Now my son, I do not say that their 
resurrection cometh at the resurrecticn of 
Christ; but behold, I ‘give it as my opinion, 
that the souls and the bodies are re-united, of 
the righteous, at the resurrection of Christ, 
and his ascension into heaven. But whether 
it be at his resurrection, or after, I do not 
say; but this much I say: That there is a 
between death and the resurrection of 
e body, and a state of the soul in happiness 
or in misery, until the time which is appoint- 
ed of God that the dead shall come forth, and 
be re-united, beth soul and body, and be 
brought to stand before God, and be judged 
according to their works; yea, this brin 
about the restoration of those things of which 
have been spoken by the mouths of the pro- 
phets. The soul shall be restored to the body, 
and the body to the soul; yea, and every 
limb and joint shall be restored te its body; 
yess even a hair ef the head shal! not be lost, 
t ail se be restored to its proper 
and perfect e. And now my son, this is 
the restoration of which has been spoken by | 
the mouths of the prophets: And then shall 
the righteous shine forth in the kingdom of 
God. But behold, an awful death cometh 
upon the wicked: for they die as to things 
pertaining to things of righteousness; 
they are unclean, and no unclean thing can 
inherit the kingdom of God; but they ore cast 
out, and consigned to partake of the fruits of 
their labors or their werks, which haye been 
evil; and they drink the dregs of a bittcr cup. 
And now my son, I have somewhat to say 
concerning the restoration of which has been 
spoken; for beheld, some have arrested the 
scriptures, and have gone far ast-ay, because 
of this thing. And I perceive that thy mind * 
hath been worried also, concetning this thing.

‘is wt pai with the justice of God, that men 


should be judged according to their works: 
and if their works were good in this life, and 
the desires of their hearts were good, that 
they should also, at the last day, be restored 
unto that which is good; and if their works 
are evil, they shall be restored unto him for 
evil; therefore, al: things shall be restored to 
their proper order; every thing to its natural 
frame; mortality raised to immortality; cor- 
ruption to incorruption; raised to endless hap- 
piness, to inherit the kingdom of God, or to 
endless mirery, to inherit the kingdom of the 
devil; the oneon one hand, the wther on the 
ether; the one raised to happiness, «eccerding 
to his desires of happiness; or guod, accord- 
ing to his desires of good: and the other to 
evil, according to his desires of evil; fcr as he 
has desired to do evil all the day long, even 
so shall he have -his reward of evil, when the 

ight cometh. And so it is on the other hand. 
If he hath repented of his sins, and desired 
rigiteousness until the end of his days, even 
so shall he be rewarded unto righteousness. 
These are they that are redeemed of the 
Lord; yea, these are they that are taken out, 
that are delivered from that endless night of 


- darkness; and thus they stand or fall: for be- 


hold, they are their o »n judges, whether to 
do good or do evil. Now the decrees of God 
are unalterable; therefore the way is prepa- 
red, that whosoever will, may walk therein 
and be saved. And now behold, my son, do 
not risk one more effenee against your God 
upon those points of doctrine, which ye hath 
hitherto risked to commit sin. Do not sup- 
pose because it hath been spoken concerning 


_ restoration, that ye shall be restored from sin 


to happiness. Behold I say unto you, wick- 
edness never was happiness. And now my 
won, all men that are in a state of nature, or 
3 would say, in a carnal state, are in the gall 
of bitterness, and in the bonds of iniquity: 


. they are without God in the world, and the 


haye gone contrary to the nature of God; 
therefore they are in a state contrary to the 
nature of happiness. And now behold, is the 
meaning of the word restoration. to take a 
thing of a natural state, and place it in an 
unnatural state, or to place opposite to its 
nature? O, my son, this is not the case; but 
the meaning of the word restoration, is to 
bring beck again evil for evil, or carnal for 


‘carnal, or devilish for devili-h; good for that 


which is good; righteous for that which is 
pgm just for that which is just; merci- 
ful for that which is merciful; therefore, my 
son, sce that ye are merciful unto your breth- 
ren; deal justly, judge righteously, and do 
good continually; and if ye do all these things, 
then shall ye reccive your reward; yea, ye 
shall have mercy restored ‘unto you again; 
ye shall have justice restored unto you again; 
ye shall have a righteous judgment restored 


unto you again; and ye shall have good re- 
“warded uuto you again: for that which ye 


doth send out, shall retura unto you again, 
word restore.

_And now, my son, | perceive there is some- 
what more which doth worry your mind, 
which ye cannot understand, which is con- 
cerning the justice of God, in the punishment 
of the sinner: for ye do try to suppose that it 
is injustice that the sinner should be consign- 
ed to astate of misery. Now behold, my sen, 
I will explain this thing unto thee: for be- 
hold, after the Lord God sent our first pa- — 
rents forth from the garden of Eden to till 
the ground, from whence he was taken; yea, 
he drew out the man, and he piaced at the 
cast end of the garden of Eden, cherulims, 
and a flaming sword which turned every way, 
to keep the tree of life. New we sce that 
the man had becone as God, knowing good 
and evil; and lest he should jut forth his 
hand, and take also of the tree of life, and 
eat, and live forever, that the Lord God pla- 
ced cherubims and the flaming sword, that he 
should rot perteke of the fruit; aud thus we 
see, that there was a time granted unto inan, 
to repent, yea, a probationary time, a time to 
repent and serve Ged. For behold, if Adam 
had put forth his hand immediately, and pa. 
teck of the tree of life, he would have lived for- 
ever, acccrding to the word of- God, having 
no space fer repentance; yea, and also the 
word of God weuld have been void, and the 
great.plan of salvation weald have been frus- 
trated. But behold, it was appointed unto 
man to die; therefore as they were cut off 
from the tree of life, therefore they should be 
cut off from the face of the earth; and man 
became losi forever: yea, they became fallen 
And now we see by this, that our first . 


man. 
parents were cut off, both temporally end 
spiritually, from the presence the Lord; 


and thus we see they became subjecis to fol- 
low afier their own will.

was not expedient that man should be re- 
claimed from this temporal death, for that 
would destroy the great plan of happiness; 
therefore, as the soul could never die, and the 
fall had breug!ht upon all mankind a spiritual 
death as well as a temporal; that is, the 
were cut off from the presence of the Lord; 
therefore it. was expedient that mankind 
should be reclaimed from this spiritual death; 
therefore as they had become carnal, sensyal, 
and devilish, by nature, this probationazy 
state becaine a state for them to. prepare: it 
became a preparatory state. And now re- 
member my son, ii it were net for the plan of 
redemption, (laying it aside,) as soon as they 
were dead, their souls were miserable, bein 
cut off from the presence of the Lord. ot 
now there was no means to reclaim men from 
this fallen state which man had brought upon 
himself, because of his own disobedience; 
therefore, according to justice, the plan of re- 
demption could not be brought about, only, 
on conditions of repentance of men iy this 
probationary state; yea, this preparatory 
state; for except it were for these conditions, 
mercy could not take effect except it should 
destroy the work of justice. Now the work 
of justice could not be destroyed: if so, God 
would cease te be God. And thus we see 
thet all mankind were fallen, and they were — 
in the p of justice; yea, the justice of 
God, which consigned them forever to be cut 
off from his presence. And now the plan of

THE WAY OF JOURNEYING FOR THE 
SAINTS OF CHRIST. 

Feeling afgreat anxiety for the welfare of 
the disciples of ot coming. Lord, that they 
may keep his commandments biameless, at 
all times, and in all things relative to their 
salvation, it is thought préper to give some 
instruction upon the subject of journeying to 
the land of Zion. Fulfilling the command- 
ment, and exptrience, have already shown, 
that, tocome by land, especially from the 
state of Ohio, and this side, is the safest, and 
generally the quickest, and cheapest. Be- 
didés che saving of time and money, you save 
risks and many dangers: Firstly, of disasters 
upon the waters, and secondly, in some de- 
gree, the fear and trouble of the cholera,

Our exchange vapers generally, carry the 
idea, that the cholera has left the northerr 
states: in the southern, however, its desola- 
ling ravages continue. Natchez is said to 
be afflicted to a very great extent. As to 
New Orleans, the following will suffice:

attacked the slaves, and persons of intemper-

It is added by the Courier, that some of — 
the physicians designate the prevailing dis- 
ease as the Asiatic cholera, whilst others pro- 
nounce it the cold plague. The same paper 
complains much of inattention to the imme- 
diate burial of those who have died, and al- 
leges that corpses are taken to the cemetery 
at night and allowed to remain until the next ~ 
day unburied. ‘‘Last evening,”’ says the ed- 
itor, ‘‘at six o’clock, no one was employed in 
digging graves, and ten bodies remained all 
night unburied. We understand that this 
morning there were twenty!"’
